NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that significant
efforts are under way to i nprove mat hemati cs and science instruction in
Washi ngton's public schools through devel opnent and adoption of new
| earning standards, identification of aligned curriculum and expanded
opportunities for professional devel opnent for teachers. A significant
enphasi s has al so been nade on i nproving career and techni cal education
prograns focused on high-denmand prograns. M ddl e schools have
successfully served one thousand four hundred full-tinme equivalent
students in career and technical prograns rich in science, technol ogy,
engi neering, and mathematics through a grant program The | egislature
concl udes that opportunities for hands-on and applied |l earning in these
prograns should be extended to m ddl e school students on an ongoi ng,
statew de basis so that students are prepared to take advantage of nore
advanced coursework in high school and postsecondary educati on.

(2) Al public high schools of the state shall provide a program
directly or in cooperation with a conmunity or technical college, a
skills center, an apprenticeship commttee, or another school district,
for students who plan to pursue career or work opportunities other than
entrance to a baccal aureate-granting institution after being granted a
hi gh school di ploma. These prograns nay:

(a) Hel p students denonstrate the application of essential academ c
| earning requirenents to the world of work, occupation-specific skills,
know edge of nore than one <career in a chosen pathway, and
enpl oyability and | eadership skills; and

(b) Help students denonstrate the know edge and skill needed to
prepare for industry certification, and/or have the opportunity to
articulate to postsecondary educati on and training prograns.

(3) ((Wthtntunds—specttiecallby—appropriatedtherefor-)) A mddle
school that receives approval fromthe office of the superintendent of
public instruction to provide a career and technical program in
science, technology, engineering, or mathematics directly to students
shall receive funding at the sane rate as a high school operating a
simlar program Additionally, a mddle school that provides a hands-
on experience in ((mth—and)) science,_ technoloqgy, engineering, or
mat hematics with an integrated curriculum of academc content and
career and technical education, and includes a career and technical
education exploratory conponent shall also qualify for the career and
t echni cal education fundi ng.
